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Start New Public-Land Anti-Bias Policy 

Parks, playgrounds and recreational areas located 
on Federal property which has been leased to states 
or private operators will no longer be subject to 
segregated use following an agreement by govern- 
ment agencies to invoke non-discrimination clauses 
in all leases of public land. In what is regarded a 
major break-through, the NAACP disclosed in 
Washington that the new program of the Agricul- 
ture and Interior departments, and the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers will affect properties in many 
states, including the South. 

Clarence Mitchell, director of the Washington 
NAACP Bureau, disclosed the agreements which fol- 
lowed months of top-level conferences. The Interior 
department supervises parks, playgrounds and rec- 
reational areas near Federal dams. The Engineers 
control land adjacent to military posts, some dam 
sites and various flood projects. The Agriculture 
Dept. has charge of wild life preserves, parks and 
various agricultural projects. 
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Negroes' Time Has Come, Says Jackie Robinson 

The time has come for Negroes to move rapidly against 
racial prejudice, asserted ex-Brooklyn Dodger Jackie Rob- 
inson in a speech before the Minneapolis Urban League. 
Robinson said Negroes are not "trying to go too fast" 
toward integration, because they have waited patiently 
for many years. "We're not asking the right to socialize 
with anyone who doesn't want to," Robinson added. "How- 
ever, there probably is not much more social mixing in the 
North, where it's legal, than in the South, where it's done 
under cover of darkness." Although individuals have a 
right to personal prejudices, Robinson said, "no one has 
the right to impose his stupidity on society." 

Probe Tavern License Of Ex-Dawson Aide 

A police investigation into the granting of a tavern 
license to ex-convict Frederick P. Wall, former secretary 
of Rep. William L. Dawson (D., 111.), was ordered by Chi- 
cago Police Commissioner Timothy J. O'Connor. Wall, 
fined $1,000 in 1956 and given a nine-month prison sen- 
tence for selling a promotion to a postal employee, stated 
in his license application that he had never been con- 
victed of a crime.

Trans- World Airlines has agreed to hire its first Negro 
hostess within 90 days, Charles Abrams, chairman of the 
State Commission Against Discrimination (SCAD), an- 
nounced in New York. It will be the second important 
breakthrough in the airline industry in two months. Late 
in December, Mohawk Airlines hired Ruth Carol Taylor, 
25-year-old private nurse, for flight assignments on New 
York-New England-Michigan runs. TWA commitment was 
reached after a conference between Abrams and Acting 
Pres. Warren Lee Pierson of the airline. Pierson declared: 
"TWA will intensify and broaden its recruiting activities 
and a qualified young Negro woman will be hired and em- 
• ployed as a flight hostess by TWA.

Married To Germans, 60 GIs Quit Dixie-Bound Unit 

In Wurzburg, Germany, 60 Negro soldiers who are 
married to German women have asked to be transferred 
from the U. S. 10th Inf. Div. because the organization 
is scheduled to return to Georgia in March. The Army 
said the requests were voluntary, but added that every 
man affected asked for one. Division officials said parties 
of a mixed marriage would not be breaking any law 
while on post at Fort Benning, but could be liable to 
arrest "as soon as they stepped out of the gate." When 
the Second Armored Div. returned to Fort Hood, Texas, 
from Germany last year, about 20 Negro soldiers with 
white wives were given transfers. 



BRIDE SAVED GHANA ABROAD, 

For Ghana's politically astute Prime 
Minister Kwame Nkrumah, who once 
declared: "Every woman in the Gold 
Coast is my bride,'* it seemed this month 
that a nation-wide divorce was in order. 
Once, thousands of Ghanaian women 
had tied a peculiar knot in their hair to 
advertise that: "Last night I slept with 
Kwame Nkrumah." Now, shedding the 
Kofi Busia knot, they were simmering over his 
January wedding to Fathaia Helen Ritzk, a sloe-eyed, 
25-year-old Egyptian girl whom he had never seen, and 
with whom he shared no common tongue. 

To his thousands of former "brides," there were more 
than political implications to the hastily-contrived nup- 
tials which gave Nkrumah a bride. And in the wake 
of the wedding, it seemed, indeed, that politics (inter- 
national) had been the real persuader. (Quipped an 
Arab U. N. official: "Arab sex will be more than a match 
for Israeli ships!") 
When Ghana celebrated its independence, Israel had 
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Haiti Pays $100,000 In American's Death 
For the death of an American underwear-maker 
in jail at Port-au-Prince last December, the Haitian 
government has agreed to pay his widow $100,000, 
and renewed guarantees to protect U. S. citizens 
and property. The victim was Shibly Jean Talamas, 
who was being questioned about the deaths of sev- 
eral policemen at a nearby village. Meanwhile, 
guarantees of U. S. economic aid to Haiti were ex- 
pected to be renewed, and the Haitians announced 
appointment of three public relations officials (all 
Republicans) headed by John Roosevelt, son of the 
late FDR, who draws a $150,000 retainer.

Subsequently, Ghana had 
joined Israel in a joint shipping venture (Black Star 
shipping line), and begun other economic cooperation.

Busia's chief 
beef: Ghana has no bill of rights, guaranteeing protec- 
tion of the individual; several deportations have been 
ordered, from which the exiles had no possible appeal 
(the trio included one newsman) ; the new political 
system ignores the deep roots of the former system 
of government by tribal chiefs (who, unlike Nkrumah, 
could be instantly voted out of office) .

A Toledo, Ohio, laborer, Charles C. Overton, 41, who had 
deceived two wives, one common-law, for more than a 
year, received a one-year workhouse sentence and $500 
fine from Domestic Relations Court Judge Harry Everett 
for failing to support his two children. Brought into court 
by his legal wife, Leona, 39, Overton admitted he alter- 
nated every month between living with her and his com- 
mon-law wife, Lena.

An irate husband, Albert Smith, told by his seven-year- 
old son that another man was living with his estranged 
wife, Theresa, kicked down her apartment door, stabbed 
to death bartender Clinton E. Jackson and was arrested 
and charged with murder in Los Angeles, Calif.

Said Minnie: "School officials expect us Minnie Brown 
to take everything that's done to us and never say any- 
thing back." Meanwhile, in North Little Rock, Wilbert 
Williams Jr., was fined $53.25 for fighting with a white 
boy, who received head injuries following a street battle. 

N. Y, Fights School Violence; Suspend 750 Pupils 

In a stepped-up fight on a worsening wave of crime and 
violence in New York elementary, junior high, vocational 
and academic schools, city officials suspended 750 problem 
pupils with the number expected to reach 1,000. While the 
press played up the racial aspects of the friction, Stanley 
Lowell, first assistant to Mayor Robert Wagner declared: 
"It is not a question of racial tension between white and 
black, Spanish-speaking and non-Spanish speaking." He 
laid the trouble to economic factors. Meanwhile, leaping 
into the fray. Congressman Adam Clayton Powell Jr., 
called for immediate lifting of the suspensions, and a $50 
million program of psychiatric and hygienic treatment of 
the problem children. 

Says Bigots Burned Gym At Ark. Baptist College 

In Little Rock, an $80,000 fire destroyed the gymnasium 
of the Arkansas Baptist College for Negroes and an anon- 
ymous caller, who identified himself as a segregationist, 
boasted to a newsman: "We set it on fire." Rev. O. A. 
Rogers Jr., president of the college, said he could not be- 
lieve the fire was the work of segregationists. 
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H Cited: Presented American Veterans Committee's 
"Americanism Award," the nine Negroes who integrated 
Little Rock's Central High accept the citation at a local 
church.

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Charges Bias, Sues School Board For $25,000 

A Cincinnati teacher, Miss Katherine Thompson, who 
charged she was denied a teaching job because of her 
race, filed a $25,000 breach-of-contract suit against offi- 
cials of Bentley School District No. 9 in Flint, Mich. She 
alleged she was hired in August, 1955, after negotiating 
a contract by mail as a typing and shorthand instructor 
in Bentley High School, but after she resigned her teach- 
ing job in Paris, Ky., and went to Flint, Supt. F. E. Barn- 
hitte told her school policy prohibited hiring Negroes. 

White Texas School Bars 4 Negro Applicants 

In Aldine, Texas, four Negro youngsters were denied ad- 
mission to an all-white grade school near Houston in the 
first attempt at integration in the town's eight schools. 
The principal of Smith Elementary School, Mrs. Paul B. 
Miller, said the parents, Mrs. Odessa Spencer, George 
Sampson and Quincy Lee Bess, left quietly after their re- 
quest was turned down.

Seated along

She shook hands 
I warmly, then smoothed her dress as she reseated herself. 
I Her eyes sparkled as though she was slightly amused 
about some secret. And as she smiled, the light danced 
j on her gold-crowned teeth and rhinestone earrings. 
I Her greeting to a JET reporter was the first word she 
had spoken to a newspaperman since 1952 when she shot 
I to death Clifford LeRoy Adams Jr., Live Oak, Florida's 
most prominent white man. 

Ruby stroked her freshly scrubbed face, apologized for 
not having put on powder and lipstick. "I have no one to 
make-up for anymore," she explained. Then she fell silent 
for a moment, studied the burnt yellow moccasins she

claim to fame, perhaps, ex- 
cept that she was the wife of 
the wealthiest Negro in ob- 
scure Live Oak, Fla., and 
pregnant a second time by the 
county's most prominent 
white man— Clifford LeRoy 
Adams Jr., state senator and 
physician. But that day, she 
became a nationally famous 
woman. She shot Dr. Adams 
to death at 11:34 that Sunday 
morning. 
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Arrow points to where Ruby lives in dormitory with 150 other 
Negro women. They are friendly, she says, hut have no privacy. 

Ruby's Husband Made $300,000 In Numbers Racket 

Her husband, "Bolita" Sam, king of the Suwannee 
County numbers racket and a shrewd businessman who 
had parlayed nothing into more than $300,000, died the 
next day. From a "heart attack," the record says. 

Actually, Ruby confided in her Negro attorney, Releford 
McGriff, she had lost Sam back in 1948 when she bore 
Dr. Adams a daughter. She lost him (though they con- 
tinued to live together) the morning Dr. Adams delivered 
Loretta, called Sam into the bedroom and told him: 
"Sam, I love all my children — niggers and white — and 
this is my baby. I want you to treat it right and see that 
it gets proper care. And I don't want you bothering Ruby, 
do you understand?" 

Sam understood. He understood so well that he would 
get up and leave whenever the doctor came to his house 
— so well that he didn't even go home when he spied 
the doctor's car in the McCollum driveway. 

And pot-bellied, 270-pound Dr. Adams? While the town's 
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whites and Negroes packed their churches praying for 
the promise of Heaven, Ruby was in the doctor's office, 
sending him straight to his reward with five well-aimed 
bullets from a .38-caliber pistol. 

She was sentenced to die in the electric chair, then 
granted a new trial, but was finally adjudged criminally 
insane after spending two years in the Suwannee County 
Jail. Last week, at the Florida State Hospital in Chat- 
tahoochee, JET became the first publication to interview 
Ruby McCollum since she fired those angry shots nearly 
six years ago. It was only through the intercession of 
Florida's Gov. LeRoy Collins that this was accomplished 
after six days of conferences with the McCollum family 
and Florida officials. 

Seated there in the conference room, the fingers of her 
left hand drumming nervous rhythm on her upper right 
arm, Ruby said: "If I could go home and get plenty rest, 
satisfaction, vitamins and food I like — I would look better 
than I do now." Yet, she looked better than at any time 
since her ordeal be- 
gan. Her black hair 
was freshly pressed, 
parted in the center 
and drawn back to 
the base of her skull 
where it met three 
horizontal rows of 
tightly wound curls. 
Her complexion was 
radiant and healthy. 

"The food here is 
good," she said, "and 
they treat me all 
right, but I'd like to 
be home with my 
family. I don't get a 
chance to hear the

doilies and things. "They have movies here on Saturday 
nights and I read papers and magazines. Yes, I know 
what the sputnik is. It's a Russian scientific invention 
that travels in outer space." 

Ruby's eyes fell again on her yellow shoes for a moment 
and she laughed. "You know I've gained 30 pounds since 
I've been here," she volunteered. "I weigh 159 now. Will 
you tell all the people who prayed for me I said 'thank 
you, so much?' " Ruby said she prays, but has only at- 
tended Sunday services in the basement four times in 
her three years there. 

Now she was talking about the two years spent at 
Fessenden Academy. "You know it isn't there anymore. 
They sold it." There was pride in her voice as she added: 
"I studied nursing there for two years. I've always wanted 
to relieve suffering." 

Then she talked about her children. Her eyes grew 
wistful, as if there was a terrible crying inside without 
tears. "The oldest and youngest girls are living with my 
sister in New Jersey. They write to. me often. I want to 
see them and be with them so bad, I just don't know 
what to do. The middle girl lives in Osceola, Fla., with my 
brother. And Sam Jr. still lives in Live Oak. When I get 
out of here I'm going back to Live Oak to live. Isn't it a 
nice place? I've been to Chicago, Detroit and I've lived in 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., but I love Live Oak better than any 
place I've ever been." 

Ruby also talked about her son, Sam Jr., who inherited 
some of his father's interests and has about 12 juke boxes, 
from which he collects money. "Sam Jr. comes to see me 
sometimes, and he sent me a box of chocolate candy for 
Christmas. Wasn't that nice of him?" She couldn't re- 
member, however, the last time Sam Jr. visited her. 
Neither could anyone in Live Oak. 

And while Sam Jr. had no objections to accepting what 
he could from the fast-dwindling family fortune, he said, 
"I hope I never hear the name McCollum again. You don't

know what it's like to be pointed out everywhere you go. ' 
You don't know what it's like to pick up a newspaper or l 
magazine and find the whole mess staring you in the 
face. It's never happened to you or to your family, and I 
have to carry this name to the grave. My mother's up 
there and leave her be." 

And from across the street, where Ruby's brother ' 
Matthew Jackson lives, came more of the same sentiment. 
"I love my sister, but I don't want to see her. I'm trying 
to pick up the pieces of my life now and go on living. A ' 
man can only stand so much without cracking up." There | 
was pleading in the gentle eyes of the big farmer. Mat- 
thew had carried Ruby's meals to the Suwannee County 
Jail three times a day for two years because Ruby did 
not want the prison fare. 

And during the last year, as Ruby went "stir crazy," 
she cursed her jailor daily and called him "poor white 
cracker trash." She also cursed Matthew, tormented him, 
accused him of trying to poison her. Matthew had to 
sample all food 
and drink in her 
presence. But he 
never stopped 
coming. **She 
was my sister, 
what could I 
do?" 

Now Ruby was 
relaxed, no 
longer hugged 
herself Indian 
fashion. She re- 
called the Joe 
Louis-Bob P a s - 
tor champion- 
ship fight she 
attended in 1939 
at Detroit. 
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Ruby Remembers touis-Pastor Fight In Detroit 

"I called Pastor 'Bicycle Bob' because Louis had to chase 
him for 11 rounds before he could catch up with him. 
Detroit's a nice place, but not like Live Oak." 

The nurses began shifting their feet, and the superin- 
tendent, Dr. W. B. Rogers, grew restless. Finally, Ruby 
rose, shook hands, then gave each of her nurses one of 
her hands. She stared for a minute, and the nurses moved 
her to the door. 

Over her shoulder. Ruby McCoUum called back in a 
wee voice: "Goodbye."
